Tho se fed 
middlings made a to tal gain in the 
feeding perio d o f 337.5 po unds, while 
these fed tankage and co rn made a 
to tal gain o f Ms.5 po unds. The latter 
ratio n also had so mewhat the advan­ 
tage in the matter o f eo st per po und 
o f gain, and the ho gs fed this ratio n 
dressed o ut a better percentage.

$3.25 per acre. During the first eight 
years the mixture recommended con 
«1st* of 10 per cent nitrate of soda, 20 
per cent each of dried blood and pot­ 
ash and 50 per cent of boneim-ul, and 
tills should lie applied in a three foot 
circle under tin* young trees, the armi 
of application being increased with tho 
growth of the trees. 
After the eighth 
year the nitrate am! dried blood should 
be reduced one-half, the potash renn 
the same and the ground bone in­ 
creased ti> 05 per cent. 
During the 
eight .veer purled the mixture should 
be applied annually at the rate of one- 
fourth pound per square yard of sur­ 
face, whilu afterw ard it should be ¡it 
the rate of three ounces until the 
twentieth year.
